eftethat after inſpeRion thereof, a particular Rental might have been recorded in our Books, conform tg 
the foreſaid AR and Proclamation, and Acts of Parliament therein cited, viz, Of K. JAMEes 1. Parl. 1. 
Adct.g. K. JAMES 6. Parl.12, ARt131., Parl. 15. AQ 245. and 262, &c. Bearing all perſons who ſhould 
fail in the produRtion aforeſaid, ro amit and tyne all and whatſoever their pretended Infeftments or other

nEſle of his due Intereſt : And Webcing nolefle ſenſible of the contempt, than of the prejudices which 
may,anddaily doth ariſe to his Highneſs Revenue, through the not production of the aforeſaid Evidences ; 
Which asit doth neceſſitate Us to proceed uponthe Certifications of the ſaid As of Parliament ; yetbeing 
deſirous to obviate and prevent all prejudices that may ariſe toany perſon or perſons, who by any lavfall 
occaſion have been detained from producing theirſaid Writs and Rights ; And that all other perſons ma- 
king pretext thereof, may be made the more inexcuſable for the future, We have therefore declared, and by 
the tenour hereof declare , That all and whatſoever perſon or perſons, holding any of the aforefaid Lands, 
under whatſoever Name whether Property or Superiority, or potetiong Oren joying the ſame by wharſoever 
Title,on this fidethe River Tay, = have,or ſhall nor produce their ſaid Evidences, in manner, and to the 
effect contained in the foreſaid Proclamation, betwixt and the Tenth day of September next tocome. And - 
thoſe beyond the River Tay, on this ſide the River pap, betwixr and the Twentieth day of October next 
thereafter, And allthoſe beyond the Riverof Spay, berwixt and thelaſt d ay of November next follow- 
ing ; Tofall, and their forcſaid Infefrments to have fallen underthe Certification of the foreſaid Adts of Par- 
liament. And have ordained, and ordain the foreſaid Certification, whole tenour and contents thereof re: 
ſpectively above-written, to beextended againſt them, without further dyer, proceſle, continuation, or de- 
clarature ofredution whatſomever. And ordaia theſe preſents ro be printed, and publiſhed at the Mercat- 
Croſſe of ED1NBuRGH, and atthe Mercat-Croſles of cach Burgh within every Shire of this Nation ; and 
all other placesneedfvull.
